When we read in government re- 
ports that the mineral output of Can- 
ada in 1923 amounted to $214,102,000, 
and that in 1922 minerals to the value 
of $184,287,242 were produced, while 
we appreciate that the value is rapid- 
ly inereasing, we do not quite realize 
what Canada’s mineral resources 
mean to her. It {8 only when com- 
parisons are made that big figures can 
be fully. appreciated. One of the 
largest figures with which Canadians 
generally are familiar with is that of 
the national debt, which, on Decem 
ber 31, amounted ‘to $2,415,538,100 
This is truly a large figure, mainly the 
‘result. of the war, but the value of 
minerals produced in Canada since 
1920 amounted to $2,410,225,000, al- 
most an equal amount. 

The importance of mining to Can- 
ada is very aptly put by Dr. Camsell 
deputy minister of the department of 
mines, in his annual report for 1923 
when he says: 

“The mineral resources of Canada. 
are among its greatest natural assets, 
ang, owing to our natural climatic 
conditions and the relatively limited 
area of the ‘country capable of agri- 
cultural development, the mining in- 
dustry must necessarily occupy a re- 
latively larger place in our ecénomic 
development than in those countries 
of the world more fortunately endow- 
ed with respect to climate, . Mining 
is not affected by climate and ean be 
carried on irrespective of it. The 
importance of this industry is indicat- 
ed by the growing increase in the an- 
nual production of minerals per capita, 
which has risen during thirty-five 
years from $2.23 to $26.40 a head of 
population. This production is in- 
creasing from year to year until it 
should utimately exceed that 6f-any 
country jo the world.” 


The range of minerals found in Can-. 
ada in commercial: quantities is very 
large, and in many this country has 
almost -a monopoly.’ In others the 
Canadian supplies are nearer to large 
‘United States markets than their own, 
such as in the case of the gypsum of 
the Maritime Provinces, and in these 
‘development is taking place at a rap- 
idly increasing rate.’ Many of our 
own minerals; unfortunately, are be- 
ing exported in a.raw state, and SUD-| 


ing tendency to manufacture more of 
our mineral products at home. This 
is especially noticeable with regard 
to nickel, asbestos, copper, lead and 
zine, 


In discussing the question of greater 
home manufacture of mineral pro- 
ducts, Mr. Camsell says: 

“It, is- urgently mecessary that, we 
should develop home markets by the 
establishment of industries comple- 
mentary te the’ mining industry, so 
that the products of our mines may 
be utilized fdt manufacture irito  fin- 
ished articles. A study of our min. 
eral trade balance will show several 
instances where the raw material for 
a manufactured article is produced in 
this country, but is shipped outside 
for manufacture and is then sold back 
to us at many times the value of the 
material in it. The securing of capi- 
tal for the development of these com: 
plementary industries appears to be 
more in the general interests of the 
country than capital for the produc- 
tion of raw material, and until those 
complementary industries are estab- 
lished in-our own country the produc- 
tion from the mine will not increase 
to a stage bearing a proper relation 
to what we b belly sve to be our potential 
resources.’ 

As an indication of the possibilities 
of mineral production in Canada in 
1918 the copper output was 118,769,- 
434 pounds, while last year it was 86,- 
_ $12,000 pounds, and the latter was 

more than double ‘that of the previous 
year. In 1918 the production of 
nickel was 92,507,293 pounds, and last 
year it was 61,444,000 pounds, and ‘in 
1922 it was but 17,597,123 pounds. In 
1915, when building construction was 
normal, there was over one million 
barrels of Portland cement more pro- 
duced than the 7,652,000 barrels re- 
corded for. .Jast year> In 1918, not-

pounds; the production of 1923 was 
more than double that amount, being 
112,600,000 pounds,

Increase In Gold Exports 


All Gold Exports for January Shipped 
to United States 

During January of this year Canada 
exported gold to the value of $2,471, 
920, an enormous increase, over the 


preceding month and over. January, 


1923. The figures for those months 
were: December, 1923, $1,881,450; 
January, 1923,. $396,788. These fig- 


ures include the value of all gold bul- 
lion, obtained directly from” mining 
operations, nuggets, dust- and  gold- 
bearing quartz. The whole quantity 
went last month to.the United States. 

Of silver contained in ore and con- 
centrates, Canada exported 381,375 
ounces, valued at $236,131. It all 
went to the United States. In De- 
cember, 1923, the figures were: 89,646 
ounces valued at $58,068, and, in Jan- 
uary, 1928, 451,280 ounces worth $292,- 
971. Of silver bullion, Canada ex- 
ported last month to the United King- 
dom, 641,878 ounces, worth. $412,689; 
to the United States; 281,664 ounces, 
worth $177,603; to Hong Kong, 230,856 
ounces, worth $150,408; to China, 377,-~

Increase In Quantity of Wheat Export- 
ed to U.S.A. 

During the last three months of 
1923, Canada exported farm produce to 
the United States valued at $32,275, 
802, according to the most recent re- 
ports. This was a considerable in- 
erease over the $25,576,106, the value 
of farm produce exported to the Unit- 
ed States in the last three months of 
the year previous. 

In the corresponding three months 
of 1920, before the higher United 
States tariff rates came into force this 
class of Canadian exports was valued 
at $95,691,457. There has, however, 
been at the same time a decline in 
prices. 

The quantity of Canadian wheat ex- 
ported to the United States during the 
three months ended December was 
nearly double what it-was in the cor- 
responding period of 1922 In the 
three months’ period of last year, ex- 
ports of wheat to the United States 


of the previous’ year t#ere were ex- 
ported 9,172,155 bushels, valued at 
$10,260,239.

The speech from the throne in 
the federal house made suffic- 
ient reference to tariff reduc- 
tions to enable the government 
to secure the support of the pro- 
gressive members. 

To be sure the reference was 
vague but if one is to judge from 
the speeches on the address the 
general impression’ was that 
farm implements were singled 
especially as the one line upon 
which the tariff. axe was to be, 
used freely. Just how this con- 
clusion was arrived at it is now 
hard to figure out. However, 
enough has been learned to see 
that this” impression produced 
the desired result. The adoption 
of the address went through 
with one of the largest majorit- 
ies the federal house has ever 
had, because it received the un- 
animous suport of that wing in 
parliament most interested in 
tariff reduction on farm imple- 
ments. 

With the adoption of the 
speech from the throne success- 
fully disposed of, however, 
things are looking different. 
Speaking toa delegation repre- 
senting manufacturing centres 
in the east, Premier King said he

‘out. A few days later Hon. J. 
A. Robb, acting minister of fin- 
ance, assured a sintilar delega- 
tion that the government had nu 
intention of ruining any indust- 
ries, and that there was no need 
to become alarmed about the 
government’s fiscal policy.

awny to an encouraging start,” states 

M. P.\Tullis, field crops commissioner 

of the Saskatchewan department of 

agriculture, “judging ‘by reports re- 
ceived from FE. M, Shirk and, Lorne 

Burké, representatives of the depart- 

ment, who have fust returned to Re- 

gina after holding a series of special 
sow thistle campaign meetings in tho 
northeastern part of the province. 

“During the last two months, 17 ur 
ban meetings have been held with a 
total attendance of 917 and 69 rural 
meetings with an attendance of 1,721, 
making a total attendance at these 
meetings of 2,637," sald My, ‘Tullis. 
“The department's representatives 
sought to point out the danger which 
would rpsult from neglect to take 
early ste 6 to eradicate the perennial 
sow thistle and to urge organization 
to carry on a strenuous campaign 
during the.coming summer with a 
view to its eradication. as completely 
as possible. 

“In most of the districts visited the 
people are alive to the seriousness of 
the situation and in many districts 
resolutions have been passed asking 
the leacl. council to adopt measures 
designed to control the thistle. The 
interest shown at many of these meet- 
ings and the desire on the part of the 
people for information on identifica: 
tion and methods of eradication: are 
most encouraging signs of an active 
weed campaign for the coming season.

There are now in operation about 
40,000-telephones in Winnipeg, or one 
for every six inhabitants, according to 
Telephone Commissioner John Lowry.

three years, 

At the end of this time the man was 
eligible: for membership in the CS. 
G.A., and the seed produced by his 
selection was ready for multiplication 
The nucleus of the whole scheme, 
however, lay in the fact that each year 
the farmer must maintain his breed- 
ing plot to have on hand what might 
be called a pure culture or “start¢r.” 
The first multiplication from the se- 
lected stock would be the first genera- 
tion.

‘They: must be 
paid for their services; they have a 
right to expect a profit, the same as 
everybody else in business. 

Most fires are preventable and noth 
ing pleases an insurance company 
more than evidence of precautions 
against sconflagrations. ‘The moral 
should .be obvious. We will make 
more money, all around, by exercising 
eternal, vigilance, and keeping the fire 
loss low. Every fire in Canada is 6

1826 the celebrated elephant “Chu- 
nee,” which had been ‘engaged for the 
first production of “Bluebeard” at 
Covent Garden., “When ‘“Chunee” 
went mad it required a file of sojdiers 
and 152 bullets to kil) him. 

Pall Mali used to be a rare place 
for shows, especially of pictures. In 
the old “Star and Garter” house was 
exhibited from 1815 the Waterloo col- 
lection of portraits and battle scenes, 
with helmets, sabres, firearms and 
other spoils. At No? 121, Campan- 
ani showed his Etruscan and Greek 
antiquities in rooms fitted up as 
“Chambers of the Tombs.” Pall Mall 
has at one end Marlborough House 
(the residence of Queen Alexandra), 
not far from Buckingham Palace and 
the London Museum; and, at the other 
‘end .Trafalgar Square with the Na- 
tional Gallery and the National Por- 
trait Gallery, all of which colonial 
visitors will want to see. Trafalgar 
Square, it may be mentioned, is the 
very centre of London’s houses of en 
tertalnment. The Pantheon, in Ox- 
ford Street, was another old place ot 
musement. Built in 1770 it used to 
be celebrated for its maqquerades, the 
money squandered at the last of these 
being computed to be £20,000, “al- 
though tradesmen go unpaid. and the 
industrious poor are starving.” Here, 
in 1783, a bal. masque, got up by a 
noted clown of the period named Del- 
pini, took place in honor of the com- 
ing of age of the Prince of Wales, af- 
terwards George IV.; and in the fol- 
lowing year there was exhibited the 
balloon in which Lunardi had made 
his first successful ascent. Miss Lin- 
wood’s famous collectidn . of _ needle 
work pictures was shown here in 1796~, 
8, previous to its final removal to 
Leicestér Square.

Natural Resources Bulletin 


Muskrat Farming is Proving to be 
Very Profitable 

The Natural Résources Intelligence 
Service of the Department of the In- 
terior at Ottawa, says: 

In the commerce of furs there is no 
fur-bearer that looms larger than the 
humble but prolific muskrat, Under 
the trade name of Hudson and Baltic 
seal, it has become a favorite, filling 
admirably the great demand of the 
average citizen for a fur moderate in 
price and durable in quality, It may 
be used in the making of many arti- 
cles of fur and is effective whether 
natural, plucked, blended or dyed. 
The pelt of the black muskrat sur- 
passes in lustre and density that ot 
the brown and is consequently rated 
higher and commands a higher price. 

Grading of the pelts is determined 
according to origin, color, size, condi- 
tion and time of taking; thus the 
terms fall, winter and spring have an 
importance, The best Delts are those 
caught in late winter and early spring, 
including “Decethber, January and 
February, with due allowance made 
for variations in climate according to 
location. The fall muskrat pelt is 
light in fur and the late spring ones, 
though heavy, are not so desirable for 
the dyeing purposes of the trade. 

The wide distribution of the musk- 
rat throughout Canada and the com- 
parative simplicity of rearing it as 
compared with ther fur-bearers, 
makes its ranching an increasing sub- 
ject of inquiry and in a number of 
places it is at present being profitably 
farmed. 

One of the finest muskrat districts 
on the continent exists among the 
swamps of the lower Saskatchewan 
River in that portion. from Cumber- 
land House to Lake Winnipeg. In 
Manitoba there aré ideal surroundings 
in the broken poplar woods and the 
ponds and marshes that extend from 
Southeastern. Manitoba diagonally 
across the province to Dawson Bay 
with an approximate width of from 560 
to 100 miles. These are but a few 
of the many locations of which every 
province has an abundance. The 
North West Territories and the Yukon 
Territory have also large areas well 
suited for the propagation of muskrat. 


Farms Getting Larger 

There has been an increase of near- 
ly forty acres in the size of the aver- 
age Canadian farm in the last decade, 
according to the Dominion Bureau of 
Statistics. The average farm in 
Canada in 1911 was 159.23 acres and 
in 1921 it was 198.35 acres. The num- 
ber of occupied farms in the ten-year 
perlod increased from 682,329 to 711,- 
090 and their total area from 109 mil- 
lion to 141 million acres. +
